o n its go ld reserv es. 
In 12 of the last 13 y ears, we hav e been 
able to balance o ur internatio nal inco me and 
o utgo o nly by dipping into the go ld that 
backs up o ur do llar. 
And what has this do ne to the do llar? 
No thing that inspires any ex uberant co nfi­ 
dence in it. 
And what has the President o f the United 
States do ne to rev erse the trend and sho re up 
the drain o n o ur dwindling reserv es? 
He 
has 
prescribed a 
series 
o f 
treat­ 
ments that fails fully to take into acco unt 
the diagno sis, with which he is quite familiar. 
The latest prescriptio n is his pro po sal to 
place a 15 per cent tax o n inv estments in 
fo reign securities. 


THIS NOT ONLY has had the effect o f 
dramatizing the depth o f the do llar’s dis­ 
tress but it co ntradicts President Kennedy ’s 
o wn statement o f a week earlier, when he 
said 
. . this natio n will co ntinue to ad­ 
here to its histo ric adv o cacy o f freer trade 
and capital mo v ements.” 
This so rt o f maneuv er will no t fo o l fo r­ 
eigners, who reco gnize flags o f distress when 
they see them. When a bank is in tro uble 
and limits withdrawals, what happens to 
the co nfidence o f the depo sito r? Similarly , 
what will happen to the co nfidence o f a 
German o r an Englishman who has made 
inv estments in the U.S.? 
The imbalance o f o ur internatio nal eco ­ 
no mic po sture go es much dee.er than the 
metho ds prescribed fo r its cure. 
A majo r facto r in the chro nic pay ments 
deficit is the go v ernment’s o wn huge spend­ 
ing abro ad. Much o f this go es fo r fo reign 
aid, which has been under almo st co nstant 
criticism and. at best, has been o f do ubtful 
v alue in relatio n to the billio ns inv ested. 
Yet, the President suggests no impo rtant cut­ 


backs in these ou tlays. 


MOST OF THE rest o f America’s v ast 
expenditu res abroad are earm arked to main­ 
tain o ur far-flu ng m ilitary establishment, 
and the President has promised * that this 
will be trim m ed to some slight degree over 
the next few years. 
Bu t it is qu ite obviou s that this ou tlay 
cu t be redu ced mu ch faster and deeper if 
ou r allies, who with ou r help have been 
placed in a position to do so. wou ld assu me 
their fair share of the bu rden of the 
F'ee 
World’s defenses. And if they are as in* 
terested in their independence as 
we are 
led to believe, we are confident they wou ld 
pick u p their share of the tab if we wcu ld 
qu it grabbing for it ou rselves. 
Still another reason for the payments deficit 
has been the persistent policy of keeping 
money plentifu l and cheap, both in good 
and bad times. This has encou raged rela­ 
tively more investments abroad, where higher 
interest rates are available. 


FEDERAL RESERVE did raise the dis­ 
cou nt rate last week, which may mean that 
short-term interest rates may move slightly 
higher. 
The proposed investment tax also wou ld 
force foreigners to offer higher long-term 
rates if they want to borrow in the Ameri­ 
can m arket. Bu t the President has emph- 
sized that there’s to be no su ch interest 
rate rise for domestic borrowers. 
In other words, we are going to tighten 
money for foreigners while pu rsu ;ng the 
easy money policy at home. 
Even with all their transparent weakresses, 
the governm ent’s moves might conceivably 
accomplish something if we adopted a more 
responsible fiscal and m om etary policy at 
home. 
Qu ackery will not solve ou r money illness. 
It will take some basic medicine.

Yet all the go v erno rs hav e seri­

states are no t alway s the same, 
but there are co mmo n pro blems 
— perplex ities 
in t a x a t i o n 
and educatio n, as well as in the 
handling o f budgets and debt. 
These are su fficiently pressing 
for the citizens to be willing 
to 
pick u p the expense tab of 
a 
governor at Miami or Atlantic 
City or an^ other resort where 
some degree of calmness or cool­ 
ness may be expected to prevail. 
Clearly, the experience 
o f one 
governor with a difficu lt problem 
can be helpfu l to another gov­ 
ernor. An exchange of views, for­ 
m ally or informally, can assist 
the cau se of good government 
in America. 
Bu t the image presented in the 
press by the governors’ confer­ 
ence is that of a gabfest in which 
the political cu rrents of the hou r 
dominate. Instead of 49 governors 
consu lting with one another—one 
happens to be absent from the 
conference this year—the impres­ 
sion is given of a grou p of poli­ 
ticians playing the u su al game.

THERE IS only a handfu l ¡n 
this land of the big Canal. They 
pu t the "mu scle” directly on the

Chinese back home. 
This is the beginning of Pe­ 
king's drive to develop the Latin 
Chinese into a continental base

AT THE SAME TIME the Pe­ 
king Commu nists will be wooing 
the Latin American Commu nist 
parties away from the Soviet bloc. 
This m eans shifting them from 
Khru shchevism 
to 
Maoism. 
In 
tu rn, this wou ld mean the flaring 
of Commu nist revolu tionary ju n­ 
gle tactics su ch as those we are 
combatting in the Orient on the 
Vietnamese and Laotian fronts. 


In most of Latin America this 
wou ld not be difficu lt if Maoism 
won in its competition with the 
Ru ssians. It’s not generally rea­ 
lized back home, bu t only a few 
hou rs’ drive even from su ch big 
cities as this one. or ju st a few 
minu te* away right in the Canal 
Zone area itself, are dense ju n­ 
gles 
writh 
slithering 
poisonou s 
snakes, boa constrictors, jagu ar, 
black panther and other man-eat­ 
ing “ cats.” 


For experienced ju ngle fighters 
the lu sh tangle wou ld make hide­ 
ou ts equ aling those in Viet Nam.

In that sense, the local chu rch 
becomes a testing grou nd — a 
point of decision — for the whole 
commu nity pattern. 
Chu rches hav e long been rally ­ 
ing points for pro-integration ac­ 
tiv ity in many instances, and 
some 
Sou thern 
ministers 
hav e 
been rou ghed u p for their parts 
in it. 
On the other hand, the chu rches 
themselv es in their local composi­ 
tions hav e remained predominant­ 
ly one-color u nits, ev en thou gh the 
nu mber of

This is the lu mp in the throat 
of

chu rches—the 
acknowl­ 
edged gap between their official 
pleas, and their on-the-spot con­ 
ditions. 
With the racial crisis flaming 
and with Negroes demanding eq­ 
u ity with new v ehemence and 
immediacy , chu rch strategy gen­ 
erally has u ndergone an ex tra­ 
ordinary change in the last few 
months. 
Switched To Action 
It has switched from talk, to 
action. 
“ It amou nts to a new postu re 
toward methodology ,” say s the 
Rev . Dr. Alfred S. Kramer, a s o 
ciologist-clergy man consu ltant to 
the Racial and Cu ltu ral Relations 
Department of the National Cou n­ 
cil of Chu rches. 
“After y ears of repentance and 
appeals for racial reconciliation, 
the chu rches hav e now begu n a 
cou rse of social interv ention at 
the first lev el.” 
This means official backing for 
direct action challenging segrega­ 
tion on the local scene.

Steps were u nder way to form

demonstrators. 
“There’s a job to be done in 
ev ery .city and ev ery v ilUge in 
America,” said the Rev . Dr. Eu ­ 
gene Carson Blake, v ice chair­ 
man of the commission, and chief 
ex ecu tiv e of the United Presby ­ 
terian Chu rch. 
Dr. Blake and Bishop Daniel 
Corrigan of the Episcopal Chu rch 
were arrested Ju ly 4 in a Balti­ 
more integration demonstration.

Christ (a merger inclu ding Con- 
gregationalists)

shaped a potent financial weapon. 
It mov ed to make loans for new 
chu rch constru ction continent on 
non-discrimination

work, and on a commitment to 
an interracial policy by congre­ 
gational leaders. 


U n i t e d Presby terians hav e 
adopted a similar policy . The de­ 
nomination this spring appropri­ 
ated a half-million dollars to su p­ 
port direct-action programs for in­ 
tegration. The Disciples of Christ 
also made a special allocation for 
this pu rpose. 


Roman Catholicism was a fore­ 
ru nner in integration action. In 
1947 , Joseph Cardinal Ritter, of 
St. Lou is, desegregated parochial 
schools there, despite lay resist­ 
ance. Catholic Bishop Vincent S. 
Waters did the same in the dio­ 
cese of Raleigh, N.C., in 1953, 
ahead of the cou rt decision. 
He got shov ed abou t in the pro­ 
cess, bu t stu ck to his ru le. “Seg­ 
regation is a produ ct of darkness 
and the time has come to end 
it,” he said. 


Mu ch of the reinforced chu rch 
activ ity was geared for an inter­ 
faith approach.

predominantly white Protestant 
bodies, althou gh they are chiefly 
in one-color congregations.

segregation, 
some maintain that the idea of 
interracial mix ing is Commu nist- 
inspired. Some also argu e that the 
Bible teaches segregation. 
“God created the races distinct 
from one another,” declared a 
Sou thern 
fu ndamentalist 
grou p- 
On the other hand, pro-integra- 
tionist ministers cite many Bib­ 
lical passages in su pport of all 
men’s eq u ality before God, su ch as 
Acts 17 :26, say ing God “made of 
the blood all nations” , and Gala­ 
tians 3:28 , say ing men are “all 
one in Christ Jesu s”, withou t di­ 
v isions of race or statu s.

get u p slowly . This is freq u ently 
seen in persons who hav e been 
in bed sev eral day s becau se of 
an illness.

req u ire no treatment. 
Bu t, if y ou r doctor thinks 
y ou r 
low blood pressu re is c a u s i n g 
y ou r sy mptoms, he may want to 
giv e y ou 
angiotensin 
(formerly 
called angiotonin). 
Q—Mu st the heart action hav e 
been stopped for an hou r before 
a person can be officially p r o 
nou nced dead? 
A—This wou ld depend on t h e 
circu mstances. If a person 
had 
been ill for a long time and death 
was ex pected, a doctor wou ld lis­ 
ten with his stethoscope to t h e 
patient’s chest for signs of heart 
action and wou ld also determine 
whether or not the patient were 
breathing. If there were no signs 
of breathing or heart action the 
patient cou ld be pronou nced dead 
at once.

The chief featu re 
of the disease is the large nu m­ 
ber of tu mors that appear to be 
in the skin bu t are really tu mors 
of the nerv e endings ju st beneath 
the skin. These may occu r any ­ 
where bu t are most abu ndant on 
the tru nk. 


They are u su ally soft, v ary in 


size, and, with rare ex ceptions, 
are painless. Althou gh the condi­ 
tion is hereditary , the disease 
does not u su ally make its appefr- 
ance u ntil late in life. 
The condition is reaHy not; a 
disease as it does not affect the 
general health.
